Only one‘incumbent fell in the 
major contests of an eight-state pri- 
mary day, but several suffered bruises 
that suggest tougher going in 
November. The warmups over, 
California’s costly campaigns for 
governor and Senate quickly turned 
prickly. 

Poll after poll suggests the public is 
fed up with politicians, but South 
Dakota Gov. Walter Miller was the 
only incumbent of note to be ousted 
Tuesday. And his loss could hardly be 
attributed to incumbency: he was. ele- 
vated to the job just a year ago, and 
lost to former seven-year Gov. 
William Janklow. 

Four other ‘governors survived pri- 
maries: California’s Pete Wilson,

Orem council approves hotel, 
turns down 200-unit apartments

Orem city council members 
authorized the building of a Plaza 
Hotel Conference Center, but 
turned down a high density hous- 
ing compick 4 at their meeting 
Tuesday. 

The 15-acre area reserved for the 


hotel is the Southwest corner of 


800 North and University Avenue. 

Daryl Berlin, city manager said 
the hotel would contain a confer- 
ence center, administration offices, 
a central atrium and a top floor 
restaurant. It will have a minimum 
of seven stories, 235 rooms and 
700 parking stalls. _ 

The project, which will cost 
around $17 million, will begin 
construction by September 15, 
Berlin said. 


“This hote! would be such a ben- - 


efit; it is sorely needed for our 
community. We especially need a 
place to hold meetings,” said coun- 
cil member Judy Bell. 

The vote to accept the project 
was unanimous. 

Also proposed at the meeting was 
a high density housing complex, 

- consisting of 234 apartment units 
on 13.5 acres of land. The pro- 
posed location was the south-west 
quadrant of Center Street and 100 
S. Orem Blvd. 

Dwayne Rasmussen, applicant 
for the project, said the complex 
would have winding walkways, a 
pool, exercise room, club house, 
shallow pools of water for aesthet- 
ics, beautiful landscaping, vaulted 
ceilings, microwaves, washer- 
dryer and fire sprinklers for safety. 


Gene Carly, director of Utah 
County Housing Authority, said 
there is a tremendous need for 
housing in this valley. 

“Orem is still one of the best 
places to live in the area, people 
want to move and live here. There 
is a great need for additional rental 
places,” he said. 

Laurie Huntington, a resident of 
the area, said the main concerns of 
residents were the additional traf- 
fic and noise. Another problem 
was the size of the proposed com- 
plex. 

“The median amount that Orem 
residents pay for rent is about $500 
a month. These people are asking 
$550 to $600 to start. I am asking, 
“Wiil they be able to maintain 
occupancy?” she said. 

Mike Agrelius, a resident, con- 
cluded in a study that Orem resi- 
dents feel the idewl size of an 
apartment building is 27 units. A 
200-unit complex is too large and 
not good for the safety and happi- 
hess of the people of Orem. 

Orem council members were torn 
with the decision. 

Mayor Stella Welsh said, ‘It 
looks like a good project. I believe 


_ any commercial [project] would 


receive just a much opposition, | 
will vote for the project.” 

Council member Chris Yandow 
said, “Commercial buildings along 
Center Street are my preference.” 

“You really need commercial in 
that area. It is a valuable, prime 
area —- the heart of our city center. 
I feel it should stay commercial,” 
Bell said. 

The request was denied with a 
vote of 4-3 against the project.

Riencans are calcium deficient, experts say 


BETHESDA, Md. — Half of America’s adults are not getting enough calci- 
um and are contributing to a plague of brittle bones and fractures that costs the 
health care system $10 billion a year, according to a federal committee 
Wednesday. 

A committee of experts assembled by the National Institutes of Health said 
the current recommended daily allowance for calcium is too low, leading to 
weakened bones for children, adults and, especially, for elderly women. 

“Recent nutrition surveys have shown that the average diet of Americans has 
a calcium intake considerably below the recommended daily allowance,” said 
Dr. John P. Bilezikian, a professor of medicine at Columbia He DIVERSE, and 
chairman of the committee. 

Without proper levels of calcium, the panel said, children enter adulthood 
with a ®ceakened skeleton, increasing their risk for osteoporosis, the brittle bone 
disease. Inadequate calcium in later years further aggravates thé problem. 

New studies, the committee found, show that recommended levels of calcium 
now carried on most food labels is far below what nature requires for strong 
bones. 


Puerto Rico parched after 6-month drought 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico — A six-month drought has left Puerto Rico 
parched, while the water level of the aging reservoir that serves the San Juan 
metropolitan area each day falls closer to the critical stage. 

This week, a desperate water authority started dredging Lake Carraizo, trying 
to wring a little more water out of the reservoir’s mud and make supplies to the 
city last until mid-July. 

No one wants to think about what will happen after that. 

Water dominates newspaper headlines, with more than half the island’s 3.6 
million residents under rationing. 

Since May 7, most households i in the San Juan metropolitan area have been 
going without water for 16-hour stretches, from | p.m. until 5 a.m., every other 
day.

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Bosnian factions agree to cease fire 
for one-month period, U.N. says

GENEVA — Bosnia’s warring fac- 
tions agreed to a one-month cease fire 
beginning Friday, in what U.N. medi- 
ators hope is the first step of a com- 
prehensive pact to end the two-year 
Bosnian war. 

Prisoners. will be exchanged 
between the Bosnian Serbs and 
Muslim-led government army, as part 
of the cease fire announced by U.N. 
envoy. Yasushi Akashi. 

Bosnian Serb leader Radovan 
Karadzic downplayed the significance 
of the June 10 to July 10 cease fire, 
calling the agreement “very modest.” 

Karadzic pointed out there had been 
numerous previous cease fires in the 
25-month-long Bosnian. conflict and » 
“none of them worked.” He promised 
the Serbs would abide by the latest 
accord. 

Bosnian Vice President Ejup Ganic, 
who had held firm against U.N. pres- 
sure to accept a longer term, more 
comprehensive agreement, said any- 
thing longer would have risked allow- 
ing Serbs to keep territories gained 
through ethnic cleansing. 

Akashi said hostilities and distrust 
remains such that the two delegations 
were never in the same room and he 
even had to carry the accord from one 
to the other for signatures. 

“We have to rely on the sides to 
implement this agreement in good 
faith,” said Akashi, when asked what 
guarantees he had this agreement 
would be respected anymore than the 
past dozens violated by firing from 
the Serb and Muslim sides. 

Bosnian Serbs originally demanded 
a one-year agreement in the talks. 

But U.N. officials had been 
extremely reluctant to consider a 


cease-fire period for shorter than four 
months, making the point that the his- 
tory of the Bosnian war is littered 
with broken accords. 

Countless cease fires have come and 
gone in the war. The last nationwide 
truce was before Christmas, and held 
for only a few hours. 

Each side pledged to refrain from 
“any offensive military operations or 
other provocative actions of any kind” 
and to work through the Red Cross to 
exchange all prisoners and informa- 
tion on the thousands of people who 
have vanished in the conflict, Akashi 
said. 

The Geneva talks, which started 
Monday after a four-day delay, have 
coincided with increased fighting in 
strategic parts of northern Bosnia. 

The Bosnian government, boosted 
by its new alliance with the republic’s 
Croats, has made modest advances 
recently after two years on the defen- 
sive. It is reluctant to let the Serbs 
cement their military gains with a 
long-term truce unless a political set- 
tlement is reached too. 

The U.N. hopes a cease fire will be 
a springboard to a wider deal. 
Existing proposals would give the 
Serbs 49 percent of the republic, 
down from the 70 percent they cur- 
rently hold. The rest would go to the 
Muslim-Croat federation formed in 
March. 

As the talks had dragged on this 
week, Zoran Lilic, president of Serb- 
dominated Yugoslavia, indicated 
growing weariness with the Bosnian 
Serbs: 

“Millions of Yugoslav citizens can- 
not be hostages of any leader, not 
from its own territory, not from the 
(Bosnian) Serb Republic,” Lilic was 
quoted by Belgrade media Tuesday.

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Y dinosaurs find worldwide fame

A Japanese public broadcasting sta- 


tion recently sent four members of a 
production company to the world- 
renowned BYU Earth Science 
Museum to film portions of one of the 
largest Jurassic-era bone collections 
in the world. 

The Japanese station is filming the 
second part of a two-part documen- 
tary on carnivorous and herbivorous 
dinosaurs that will be aired in ‘August 
on Sunday evening, Japan’s prime 
time. 

The Earth Science Museum ranks as 
one of the top five fossil collections 
from the Jurassic period in the world, 
said Janita Andersen, program direc- 
tor of the museum. The museum, 
however, only showcases about 5 per- 
cent of BYU’s fossils. Due to lack of 
funding, 125 tons of bones are unable 
to be displayed and are stored in plas- 
tic jackets under Cougar Stadium. 

Nippon Hoso Kyokai, which is the 
equivalent of British Broadcasting 
Company (BBC) in England, sent 
three Japanese camera people and a 
correspondent from a production 
company in New York to various

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Robbie Reid picked for Olympic.Festival

BYU’s Robbie Reid and University of 
Utah’s. Keith Van Horn have been 
named to the west team for the United 
States Olympic Festival to be held in St. 
Louis, Missouri, in July. 

USA Basketball and the United States 
Olympic Committee have announced 
the four regional men’s basketball teams 
that will compete. Selection was limited 
to high school gradutes who have not 
entered their sophomre year in college. 
Members of the four teams were select- 
ed by the 10-member USA Basketball’s 
Men’s Collegiate Committee which 
includes BYU head basketball coach 
Roger Reid. 

Robbie Reid said that making the 
selection was an unexpected honor. 

“I’m really excited about playing,” 
said Reid. “I’ve watched the tournament 
in the past on TNT and they usually 
make a big deal about it. It gives you a 
great chance to play with some of the 
best young players in the country.” 

The United States Olympic Festival is 
not a new experience for the Reid fami- 
ly. Last year, BYU guard Randy Reid 
represented the West at the USOF as 
well, and Robbie.is relying on Randy’s 
experience as he takes his turn this year. 

“T’ve played in a lot of tournaments 
before, but each tournament is differ- 
ent,” Robbie said. “A knowledge of the 
tournament beforehand gives you a real 
edge and so I’m talking to Randy a lot 


right now. He tells me what 
he did and what he wished 
he had done.” 

Reid also said that playing 
in the USFO provides valu- | : 
able experience and expo- 
sure to the different styles of 
basketball that players bring 
from all over the United 
States. One noteworthy 
player is University of 
Utah’s Keith Van Horn. 

“I’m actually excited to 
play with Van Horn and to 
get to know him,” Reid said. 
“T hope to get past that blue- 
red barrier and make friends. 
He might even try to make 
friends with me to get some 
extra passes.” 

Being named to the}{ 
Olympic Festival does pose 
one minor setback. Reid has 
been diagnosed as having 
bone spurs on his ankles that 
doctors say inhibit his jump- 
ing ability. Reid originally } 
was going to undergo 
surgery in June to have the 
spurs removed. That 
surgery will now have to 
wait until after the festival, 
but Reid said that he 
expects to be fully recov- 
ered from that surgery when practice 
begins on October 1.

Other musicians performing at the 
festival are Katie Webster, Zachary 
Richard, John Delafose and the 
Eunice Playboys, and The Treme 
Brass Band, each specializing in the 
Southern sound of cajun and blues. 

Goldman said his favorite part of the 
festival each year is The Treme Brass 
Band “street parade.” He said the 
parade includes the band playing, 
dancing and throwing beads to an up- 
beat jazz rhythm while the crowd 
joins in on a big train of dancing and 
singing. The parade and beads resem- 
ble the original street parades of New 
Orleans. 

The festival will run from noon to 8 
p.m. on Saturday at the Franklin 
Quest Field providing “something for 
everybody,” Goldman said.
